in PENICILLIN INEFFECTIVE 


WHERE LOCKJAW CONCERNED 


Tetenus, more commonly known as 
lockjaw, does not respond to penicil- 
lin treatment, according to Dr, W, A. 
Altemeier of the University of Cin- 
cinnati College of Medicine and_ the 
Cincinnati General Hospital. His 
findings, bdsed on a clinical study of 
16 cases of established generalized 
tetanus, were published in a_ recent 
issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, 


“Penicillin has not been beneficial 
in the treatment of tetanus because 
it has no effect on the Clostridium 
tetani toxin,” wrote Dr. Altemeier, 
He went on to explain that tetanus 
is an acute infectious disease of the 
central nervous system caused by 
germs called Clostridium tetani. 

He said that lockjaw occurs so fre- 
quently in small and insignificant 
wounds because these .do not receive 
@ physician’s attention, whereas pa- 
tients with large wounds are immed- 
iately injected with tetanus antitoxin 
which. prevents the poison from 
spreading. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to recall that Dr, Nelles Silverthorne 
of Toronto, chairman of the National 
Immunization Committee of the 
Health League of Canada, advocates 
use of tetanus toxoid as an immuniza- 
tion against lockjaw. In a widely 
publicized article in the magazine 
HEALTH some months ago, he em- 
phasized there is. now available, 
either singly or combined with other 
immunizing agents, an effective tet- 
anus toxoid—an agent similar in ef- 
fect to diphtheria toxoid.

1, Avoid absent-mindely marking 
a tablecloth with a knife or fork.

2. Avoid ironing creases or folds in 
tablecloths, napkins and sheets ‘as’ 
the first sign of wear is usually 
along the creage line, Where a centre 
crease is necessary change the fold 
with each ironing and make the 
others by hand, 

8, Napkins and tablecloths don’t 
need starch, but if you must starch, 
use it sparingly. Linen fabrics crack 
if starched too stiffly. They may also 
crack. if allowed to freeze and are 
bent, 

4. Stains should be removed as soon 
as possible. Hot water may set the 
stain so use cold water first. Write 
for leaflet on “Stain Removal.” 

5. When hems on sheets and pillow- 
cases split along the fold, trim off the 
frayed edges, turn them in and over- 
hand the two together. : 

6. Wash towels, and other linens 
before they become too soiled and re- 
quire extra rubbing or bleaching. 
Strong bleaches weaken fabrics, so 
dilute the bleach according to direc- 
tions and rinse out thoroughly. Dry- 
ing in the sun is e safe way to bleach. 
Leaving your laundry to whip about 
in the wind loosens yarn and is es- 
pecially hard on fabrics if they freeze 
on the line, °
